NoruHING short of omniscience can grasp the value 
of our farm products of this year, is the statement of 
the Secretary of Agriculture in his an- 


1910 Crops : 
Best iad nual report for 1910. At no time in 
History. the world’s history has a country pro- 


duced farm products within one year 
with a value reaching $8,926,000.000, which is the 
value of the agricultural products of this country for 
1910. The value of farm products from 1899 to the 
present year has been progressive without interrup- 
tion. If the value of the products of 1899 is placed 
at 100, the value for this year is 189, or almost double 
the value for the census year eleven years ago. 

During this period of unexampled agricultural pro- 
_ duction, a period of twelve years, in which the farm- 

ers of this country have steadily advanced in prosper- 
ity and wealth and in economic independence, in intel- 
ligence and a knowledge of agriculture, the total value 
of farm products is $79,000,000,000. 

The corn crop of 3,121,381,000 bushels exceeds that 
of the record year of 1906 and is greater than the av- 
erage crop of the preceding five years by 14 per cent. 

While the value of this crop is below that of 1909 and 
also of 1908, its amount belongs to stories of magic. 
It can hardly be reckoned as less than $1,500,000,000, 
a sum sufficient to cancel the interest-bearing debt of 
the United States, buy all of the gold and silver mined 
in all of the countries of the earth in 1909, and still 
leave to the farmers a little pocket money. 

All of the cereals except corn are together worth 
only three-fourths as much as that crop. The great 
allied iron and steel industries had, in the latest census 
year for which results have been published, 1904, a 
production worth only 60 per cent of the value of this 
year’s corn crop. 

The growing importance of the South in corn pro- 
duction is becoming conspicuous. In 1899 it pro- 
duced hardly more than one-fifth of the national crop ; 
now it produces one-third.

The cotton crop of this year may be worth in lint 
and seed a round $900,000,000 at the farm, or more 
than the corn crop was worth in any year to 1901. 
This value is 13 per cent above the five-year average. 

The value of the hay crop is about $720,000,000, an 
amount which has been exceeded but once, and that 
in 1907; it is 13 per cent above the average of the 
preceding five years. 

Fortunately the wheat crop is divided into two sow 
ings, autumn and spring, so that the two crops are 
subject to different climatic accidents, as was the case 
this year. The production of spring and winter wheat 
is 691.767,000 bushels, or substantially the average of 
the preceding five years, whereas the value is about 
$625,000,000, or 7.6 per cent above the five-year av- 
erage. 

Easily the fifth crop in point of value is oats, the 
value of which this year is $380,000,000, or 12 per 
cent above the average of the five preceding vears. 
‘or the second time in the history of the country the 
crop exceeds 1,000,000,000 bushels, the precise esti- 
mate standing at 1,096,396,000 bushels, or 22 per cent 
greater than the average of the five preceding years. 

Next in order of value is the potato crop, which 
has been exceeded only in two or three former vears 
With the exception of the crop of 1909, which was 
in a degree an overproduction, the crop of this year 
is the largest ever grown in this country. 

Beet sugar production in 1910 will about equal that 
value 


Of 1909, say 512,000 short tons. Its factory 


is reckoned at $51,000,000 and the factory value of 
cane sugar at about $28,000,000, an amount which has 
not been exceeded in four years. 

The tobacco crop has slightly exceeded the produc- 
tion of the record year, 1909, and its 967,150,000 
pounds are 26 per gent above the average production 
of the five preceding years. Its value will be about 
$95,000,000, or about the same as that of the crop of 
1909, and fully $20,000,000 more than any tobacco 
crop antedating that year. 

Barley has hardly maintained the average produc- 
tion of the preceding five years, the crop of this year 
being 158,138,000 bushels, but 
is 16 per cent above the five-year average.

I‘laxseed production is below that of recent years 
on account of drought, the preliminary estimate being 
15,050,000 bushels, but the price of flaxseed soared 
to $2.29 by November 1, so that the value of the 
tire crop .is about $33,000,000, an amount which was 


en- 


exceeded only in 1909. 

Rye is one of the steady crops, both in quantity and 
in value, the production of 32,088,000 bushels this year 
being worth at the farm about $23,000,000. 

Rice production in 1910 remained substantially at 
the figure of 1909, or a little over 1,000,000,000 pounds 
of rough rice. No year previous to 1909 produced as 
large a crop; it exceeds the average of the previous 
five years by 25 per cent. 
has declined, so that the crop of this year is worth 
hardly $16,000,000, or 2 per cent below the five-year 


The price of rice, however, 


average. 
The hop crop is regarded as 13 per cent below the 
average of the previous five years, and the smallest in 
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a dozen years or more, but the farm price has improved 
over the average of the previous five years, so that fhe 
total value of the crop is 3 per cent above that av- 
erage. 

In no previous year has the production of the cereal 
crops equaled the grand total of 5,140,896,000 bushels 
of the cereals of 1910. This is 13 per cent above the 
five-year average. In value, however, the cereals of 
this year fall below that of 1908 and 1909, princi- 
pally on account of the decline in the farm price of 
corn. This year’s value is $2,710,000,000, or about 
$230,000,000 below the total for 1909, and $50,000,000 
below that of 1908. However, it is 11 per cent above 
the five-year average. 

Except for two years, 1898 and 1go1, the highest 
balance of trade in favor of this country in foreign 
trade in farm products was $488,004,797 for 1908, a 
year which seems to mark the culminating point in the 
course in the balance of foreign trade in farm prod- 
ucts. In 1909 the balance declined to $274,210,152, 
and in 1910 the decline continued to $198,090,925. 

With such unexampled crop prosperity, it is safe to 
predict that the year 1911 will witness a boom in all 
lines of industry. The crops are the true barometer 
of trade prosperity, and only the most confirmed 
pessimist would have any hesitancy in prophesying 
unprecedented activity in every line of industry in this 
country during the coming year.

facturers’ and jobbers’ sides thereof, the 
attitude maintained by them has been more or less of a 
compromising character, and the issue has been treated 
with a tenderness strikingly akin to evasion. Con- 
trariwise, THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has met the issue 
fairly and squarely, and has unequivocally aligned 
itself with the manufacturers in discountenancing the 
practice in vogue among the jobbing interests of 
branding their goods with private trade symbols, and 
essaying to destroy the manufacturer’s identity by the 
rejection of the latter’s trade-marks. That THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN has manifested no variableness in 
its opposition to the private brand practice, its files will 
substantiate. 

In taking and maintaining this stand this journai 
did not wait for a sign, nor did it occupy the position 
of the man on the fence, seeking to ascertain in which 
direction the weather vane would point before de- 
claring itself. It realized that it was its duty as a 
trade publication to assert itself firmly on this vexed 
question, and in accordance with its convictions. 
Readers of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN have seen the 
special brand subject dealt with so frequently and 
fearlessly in its columns that they can have no misgiv- 
ings as to the motives which have prompted this jour- 
tial to take sides with the manufacturers on this topic. 

There is no denying the fact that a condition of 
affairs has arisen as a result of the abuse of private 
brands that has almost becorre intolerable as far as the 
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interests of hardware and other manufacturers are 
concerned. Nor do manufacturers alone suffer, for in 
too many instances retailers have to bear the brunt of 
the perplexing trade conditions brought about by 
the introduction of special branded goods. They are 
often obliged to pay more for private branded goods 
than for goods of standard manufacture, the prices 
of which are generally on a uniform basis. The retail 
merchant who buys goods bearing a brand other than 
that of the manufacturer’s, is entirely at the mercy of 
the house supplying such special marked goods. When 
he orders merchandise of standard manufacture and 
receives and accepts private branded goods he has no 
positive assurance that he is not the victim of substi- 
tution, and cannot satisfy himself that the goods sup- 
plied to him under a special brand are not the product 
of another manufacturer. 

In this connection mention might be made of a 
folder which has been distributed among the retail 
hardware trade by the Enterprise Mfg. Co. of Penn- 
sylvania, Philadelphia, Pa., in which some timely ref- 
erence is made to the inclination of some jobbers to 
substitute under their own special brands goods of 
other makes for those of standard manufacture and 
bearing the maker’s trade-mark, as specified by the re- 
tailer in his order. 

We quote, as follows, from the “Enterprise” folder : 


“We want you (the retailer) to write us direct if 
you experience any difficulty in obtaining goods of our 
make under our trade-mark name, ‘Enterprise.’ 

“Some of the distributers are sometimes tempted to 
ship goods of other makes under their own special 
brands or names, when you have ordered, and expect 
to get goods of our make, and under our name, 

“We want to help you, Mr. Retailer, to get what you 
pay for, and will appreciate correspondence which will 
enable us to perform this service for the mutual benefit 
of the Retail Dealers and ourselves. 

“Our Specialties are never sold under any other 
name than our own, under any circumstances any- 
where. 

“We have learned that some jobbers in their zeal to 
push brands of their own have claimed that such goods 
were made by us. This is positively not so. 

“For year we have endeavored to build up a reputa- 
tion for making a quality line of meat and food chop- 
pers; coffee mills; sausage stuffers and lard presses; 
cold handle sad irons; bone, shell and corn mills ; fruit, 
wine and jelly presses; measuring pumps, etc. We 
believe we have succeeded. 

“We therefore think it would be a mistake for us 
to hide our identity and place private brands on our 
well known goods. The name, ‘Enterprise,’ is a guar- 
antee of dependable quality.” 


When the retailer buys goods bearing the maker’s 
trade-mark, he can be reasonably sure of what he is 
getting, though the same assurance cannot be guaran- 
teed on commodities bearing special brands. The manu- 
facturer’s trade-mark is the retailer’s means of redress 
in the event that an article of standard manufacture is 
not as represented. It is the only protection which the 
manufacturer has against imitation or infringement. 
The manufacturer is the only individual who is famil- 
iar with the goods he makes, and consequently is pri- 
marily responsible for their quality. In a word, upon 
the manufacturer’s trade-mark depends the honor of 
his product. 
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RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Taking the view that of all the pernicious and vicious 
devices invented purely to foster class hatred and 
scourge the human race the safety razor is the most 
dastardly, the boss barbers of New York city have 
organized to purge the city of the instruments. To 
the number of one thousand they gathered in an East 
Side hall on December 11, and formed the Interna- 
tional Barber Bosses’ Association, which has vowed 
not to rest until the detested habit of mowing the fea- 
tures with a miniature hoe shall have disappeared from 
New York. Coincident with this action the announce- 
ment was made that the annual Christmas shave in 
New York will cost all the way from five to ten cents 
more. East Side shops which for years have carried 
a regular five cent “line’’ have decided to sell no shaves 
for less than ten cents each and the ten cent shops 
will advance their rate to fifteen. This, the barbers 
declare, has no connection with the growing aversion 
to the store shave, but because the price of soap, per- 
fume, powder, tonics and illustrated weeklies eat up 
the profits from the five and ten cent business. After 
the association had been organized, with Elias Binder, 
of 257 Second street, as president, and Joseph 
Schwartz as secretary, plans were unfolded for apply- 
ing the clamps to the safety razor fiend. It was argued 
by one speaker that these species of men may easily be 
distinguished, as their faces generally resemble the 
business side of a currycomb, and that when they enter 
a shop for a hair cut they should be charged seventy- 
five cents or a dollar, and that if they refuse to pay it 
they should be invited to go home and let their wives 
do the job by the old inverted bowl method, now so 
popular in some parts of South America, particularly 
Central Patagonia. The barbers say that the only per- 
sons who can beat them will be bald-headed men, but 
the. revenue from this trade is, of course, too inconsid- 
erable to make any difference. The Bronx barbers 
are said to have affiliated themselves with the new 
organization for war on the safety razor. The price 
for amputating those large flowing mustaches which 
Bronx men use to brush the top story off their soup 
will be advanced to fifteen cents on December 20. 
Brooklyn barbers have also taken action against the 
safety razor, and President Binder says that when the 
organization is perfected it will control the entire bar- 
ber shop business in New York city. I am not sur- 
prised that the barbers are viewing with alarm the pop- 
ularity which the safety razor has attained among the 
bearded sex, for even the most adept wielders of the 
old style razor, including your humble servant, have 
become convinced of the merits and practicality of the 
safety razor and are giving it the preference. I must 
confess that when first I began to use it my face bore 
a very striking resemblance to a sheet of sand paper, 
but that was a long while ago, when the safety razor 
was crude compared with the perfected instrument of 
today, and I had not nullified my prejudice against it, 
My friend Bill Gormley, of Bullard & Gormley Co., 
Chicago, tells me that he has sold as many safety razors 
this year as in any two years since his com- 
pany has handled them. ‘But Bill carries a very large 
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and well assorted stock and is there “with the goods” 
in this line as in others.

Anthony line. The company have some exclusive 
range designs in ebony finish and ornamented. 


The Climax Heating Co., Birmingham, Ala., 
organized on October 28 last, have made application 
to the Secretary of State for a charter, to manufacture 
and put on the market a burner which is applicable 
to any coal or wood stove or range and which uses 
kerosene as a fuel. The company claim that this 
device will revolutionize the work in the kitchen, as 
it is said to eliminate all dirt, ashes and labor attend- 
ant upon the use of solid fuel. Apart from the 
economy claimed for the device, it 1s applicable to 
the country stove or range as well as that in the city, 
and will put this installation on a par with the city 
kitchen stove equipped with gas, it is said. The com- 
pany are now ready for business and they are receiving 
applications for agents. The officers are: President, 
W. L. Bowman; secretary-treasurer, S. J. Foster; 
general manager, E. G. Stafford. 

Air which is hot enough to grill a steak at a tem- 
perature of 1,000 degrees F. was generated recently 
in one of the many working exhibits at the Bakers’ 
Exhibition in the Agricultural Hall at London, Eng- 
land. As it is the invention of a South African baker 
named Humphrey, who long experimented there with 
atmospheric steam heating, Consul-General Richard 
Guenther, of Cape Town, sends a detailed press de- 
scription. A small boiler is heated by an ordinary 
kitchen fire, and the steam, at a temperature of 220 
degrees I°, at a pressure of 3 to 4 pounds to the square 
inch, is passed through pipes to a superheater, where 
the transformation from steam to “grilling air” takes 
place. Heat from a coke fire below the superheater 
plays around the coils containing the steam. The 
claim is made that the stove can be used to cook an 
ox or bake a loaf of bread. The complete article is on 
file for public reference at the Bureau of Manufac- 
tures, Washington, D. C, 

The Monitor Stove & Range Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, 
have issued a circular descriptive of the “Silver Moni- 
tor” Genuine Open Hearth Iron Range, which is 
made in a large variety of sizes and styles. This range 
is credited with being rust-resisting and non-corrosive.

United States Patent No. 977,666 has been granted 
to Martin Mahlen of Sauk Center, Minnesota, on a 
heat radiating drum for 
| stove pipes, comprising a 
cylindrical shell with a ver- 
tical, centra! cylindrical 
core, two spiral flues encir- 
cling the core and being 
adapted, one of them for 
conveying the smoke and 
hot air from the stove to 
the chimney, and the other 
for heating cold air in the 
room, its lower end having 
a pipe extension reaching 
almost to the floor and its 
upper end being extended 
into the air above the shell. 
The drum is detachable 
from its bottom plate, and the spiral flue for heating 
air is a spiral shell fixed to the vertical central core, 
but the spiral flue for the smoke is open at its outer 
side when the shell of the drum is removed.

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THE QUESTION OF STOVE CRATING. 


Crating of stoves in less than car lots for shipment 
over railroads in Alabama gives promise of being a 
question that will be strenuously contested when it 
is heard by the Alabama Railroad Commission at its 
January meeting. The matter was called by the com- 
mission on December 5, but at the instance of railroad 
attorneys it was postponed until the next session in 
order that all parties concerned may more thoroughly 
investigate the proposition. 

Under the present Alabama laws, tariff stoves can 
be shipped in that state as third class goods without 
being crated. In the interstate traffic, they must be 
crated and the railroads operating in Alabama have 
petitioned the commission asking that they require 
stoves to be crated for transit. The railroads claim 
that the 110 commodities rate measure, adopted by a 
recent legislature, requires the crating of stoves and 
they maintain that this requirement is applicable to 
the tariff. They insist that crating will cost only a 
few cents more and it will save losses by breakage. 
When the case was called Attorney C. B. Northrup, 
of Washington, appeared for the Southern Railway, 
while Judge W. G. Deering, of Louisville, appeared 
for the Louisville and Nashville, as also did D. M. 
Goodwyn, general freight agent of the L. and N., at 
Louisville. The shippers were represented by L. F. 
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Slatter, of the Birmingham Freight Bureau, and it 
was evident from his remarks that the shippers intend 
to contest the petition. Judge Deering asked for a 
continuance in order that his company might look 
further into the matter. Mr. Slatter assented to a 
delay, after being assured by the commission that the 
present practice shall remain in effect until there is a 
hearing.

THE VOSS ELECTRIC WASHING MACHINE. 








Voss Bros. Mfg. Co., Davenport, Iowa, are offering 
the trade the “Voss” electric washing machine, with 
wringer attached.

The motive power is supplied by a one- 
twelfth horsepower alternating current motor, operat- 
ing at a speed of 1,700 revolutions per minute. The 
motor is connected to the drive wheel of the washer 
by a %-inch solid round Spartan leather belt. The 
motor is provided with an adjustment at the base for 
taking up the belt stretch. A 10-foot’ electric cord, 
complete with a lamp socket for connecting the ma- 
chine to the current, is supplied with each machine. 
The driving pulley on the wringer is connected by a 
one-inch leather belt to the small pulley on the main 
shaft under the machine. This belt is water-proofed 
and sewed at the laps. °To start the wringer it is only 
necessary to place the foot on the treadle at the side 
of the machine. This action engages the idler pulley 
on the opposite side of the machine and the wringer 
is in instant operation. To stop the wringer, it is 
only necessary to remove the foot from the treadle. 
The starting and the stopping of the wringer being 
governed by the foot lever, both hands of the operator 
are free to handle the wash. The control of the 
wringer is said to be absolute and instantaneous and 
there are no exposed gears or cogs to crush the fingers 
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of the operator or mutilate the hands of the children.

The 
length of time a display remains is a matter of indi- 
vidual taste. 

Simplicity is the keynote to good window dressing. 
Make your windows look refined. Display merchan- 
dise so that each piece is distinct and is seen to its 
best advantage. Arrange a display that will give a 
good idea of the merchandise at a passing glance. Col- 
lect articles that are related one to another. See that 
you have color harmony. Show seasonable merchan- 
dise, always in advance of the season. Make sugges- 
tions and criticisms to your window dresser. Be first 
to show new things. Don’t make sensational displays. 
Don’t crowd windows. Don’t have too elaborate win- 
dow settings. Don’t put merchandise in a window 
when it bears no relation to your business. Don’t 
overlook the final touches, concealing pins, turning un- 
der selvages, etc. Do not display goods in the window 
that are not to be found on the inside. Whenever pos- 
sible, endeavor to “hook up” your window displays 
with your advertising.

PERMANENT TECHNICAL EXHIBITION IN 
MILAN, ITALY. 








Consul Charles M. Caughy, of Milan, presents the 
following report as to progress in connection with the 
technical exposition in that city of Lombardy: 

The building for the permanent technical exhibition 
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in Milan is a somewhat imposing structure, now almost 
completed. It already contains several exhibits, and 
offers a good opportunity for American manufacturers 
to display their goods. Simply renting space, how- 
ever, in which to exhibit wares will by no means suf- 
fice. Some active agent must be secured to explain 
the use of machines, the qualities of wares, etc., and 
supply visitors with advertising matter printed in 
Italian. Admission to the exhibition will be free. 

Space in the hall on the ground floor or in the gal- 
leries rents for $19.30 per year for 39 inches square, 
and in the basement $4.82. The price of space on the 
ground floor is increased 20 per cent if it can be ap- 
proached from two sides, 30 per cent if approachable 
from three sides, and 50 per cent if it is isolated or is 
on the main passage. Rentals are payable six months 
in advance, and 10 per cent of the total amount must 
accompany the application. This will be credited on 
the rental for the second six months. All correspond- 
ence should be addressed to Roberto Martinenghi, Ge- 
rente della Societa Mostra Politechnica, Milan, Italy. 

All exhibits must be accompanied by a detailed 
description in Italian and in duplicate. All expenses 
incurred in placing the exhibits must be borne by the 
exhibitor, or, if preferred, the association will attend 
to it, charging only the actual sum expended. Exhib- 
its must be delivered free of all charges, and all insur- 
ance must be effected by the exhibitor.

THE ADVANTAGES OF THE MULTIPLICITY 
SYSTEM OF PIPING FURNACES. 











BY R, L. SPELLERBERG, HEATING ENGINEER, DUBUQUE, 
IOWA. 


(This paper was read at the annual meeting of the 
Midland Club, held at the La Salle Hotel, 
Chicago, on December 13, 1910.) 

The multiplicity system of piping the warm air fur- 
nace first occurred to me about the year 1896 while 
looking over a plant that had been installed in 1893, 
and in which I had two 10-inch pipes running parallel, 
although one was about 18 inches longer than the 
other. 

The thought came to me that I had now two 10-inch 
columns of air flowing in the same direction, with a 

“cooling surface of 63 inches, while if I had used one 
14-inch pipe, I would have only 44 inches of cooling 
surface, and the advantage of one large column not 
cooling as quickly as two small ones. This thought 
impressed me so favorably that I decided to give it a 
trial. The next plant to install required either seven 
or nine registers ; these I supplied with two main pipes 
running in opposite directions. The result was most 
gratifying, and I have adopted and used the system 
ever since. 

Multiplicity of piping has the following advantages : 
(1) less cooling surface; (2) larger volume; (3) less 
friction; (4) ease of travel; (5) quick response; (6) 
overcomes the objection of filling the cellar with pipes. 

The question of elevation has been broached by 
many critics. In this direction I do not experience any 
trouble, for when I do not find a cellar deep enough, 
I set the furnace down a little, thus securing the 
elevation. 

I have been called upon frequently to correct faulty 
individual-piped plants and I invariably change it to 
the multiplicity system and always get satisfactory re- 
sults, generally getting more rise than the pipes had 
before. 

The multiplicity system is not as easy to install as the 
individual piping, and at first I encountered no few 
knotty problems, but I have them well overcome now 
and when a new problem comes up it is not hard to 
solve. 

Much remains to be said on the multiplicity of piping 
together with other details of warm air heating work, 
for instance, proper casing, proper bonnets or hoods, 
but I could present them more intelligently with plans 


and details before you.

THINKS THE CHIMNEY CAUSES THE 
SWEATING. 





To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In your issue of December 10, I observed a query 
from Mr. L. A. Oeffner of Jefferson, Ohio, in which 
he states that he put in a cold air duct to a gas fur- 
nace and that it sweats almost incessantly, from what 
cause he does not know. Mr. Oeffner must think we 
are mind readers, for he does not tell us whether. it 
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is the gas furnace or the cold air duct that sweats, or 
it may be that he was sweating himself while he put 
it up. 

My impression is that his chimney is the cause of 
the trouble. Gas will not burn with a poor chimney. 
If the chimney is not the cause of the trouble, Mr. 
Oeffner might inform us as to the size of the furnace 
and also the size of the chimney and cold air duct, 
and indicate to us in some manner where the cold 
air duct is fastened to the furnace. 

One thing is certain, and that is that the’ cold air 
duct does not sweat, but it is impossible for any one 
to suggest a cure unless he is familiar with some of 
the conditions regarding the disease.

A NEW DRAFT REGULATOR FOR FURNACES.

RULES FOR TESTING FURNACES AT ALL TEM- 

PERATURES FROM ZERO TO 90 DEGREES 

ABOVE ZERO. 








To find the inside temperature necessary to equal 70 
degrees in zero weather. From zero to 40 degrees 
above zero—Add 70 to one-half the outside tempera- 
ture. 

Thus at 40 degrees above, 70 plus % of 40 or 20 
equals go, the correct inside temperature. , 

From 45 degrees above zero to 90 degrees above— 
Use the same rule as above adding 5 per cent to amount 
thus obtained. 

Thus at 70 degrees above, 70 plus % of 70 equals 
105—Adding 5 per cent to this makes 110 degrees, the 
correct inside temperature. 

AIR SUPPLY. 

When inside air is used, have the inside area of the 
duct equal to the total area of all the hot air pipes. Use 
a register face only (not a register) to cover inlet to 
inside ducts. 

When outside air is used, have the inside area, equal 
to % of the the total area of all the heating pipes. 
Never allow it to be less than % of the area of its

In Fig. 218, let A B C represent the plan of a drum 
or cylinder, and E D C B the plan of a rectangular 
pipe, the profile of which is shown by O P’ P O. The 
elevation L K J M represents the drum, P O N H 
the rectangular pipe, and K mn O the angle at which 
they are to intersect. 

Draw the end view, or plan of circular drum, in 
line with the elevation as shown. Also extend O n 


oO 
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O P H N, and that F G g f is also a duplicate, only 
in a reversed position. The points in h g of pattern 
are derived from k H, as the points in f j of the pat- 
tern are derived from n N. If the size of the work 
is such as to render it inconvenient to drop points 
from the elevation to the pattern by means of the Tee- 
square, the stretchout line J’ J can be drawn where 
convenient, the usual measuring lines erected, and 
the distances from O P to points in N m and k H 
transferred by means of the dividers to lines of sim- 
ilar number drawn from the stretchout line. 

For the pattern or shape of opening in drum, pro- 
ceed as follows: On K J extended, as R U, lay off a 
stretchout of B,C of plan, and from the points thus 
obtained erect the usual measuring lines, as shown.

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A SHEAR WITH AUTOMATIC FEEDING 
DEVICE. 





A new shear has been designed and built by Bertsch 
& Company, Cambridge City, Ind., with an automatic 
feeding mechanism for automatically feeding a sheet 
into the blades. It can be adjusted so that it will au- 
tomatically shear a sheet into uniform strips of any 
desired width from 1-16-in. to 12 inches. The feed- 
ing mechanism is accurate and positive. It consists 
of an eccentric upon an auxiliary shaft suspended 
under the table, which is driven from the main drive 
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shaft, and connecting rods, and a clamping device. 
The clamping device consists of two plates or jaws 
which grip the sheet and hold it securely at the proper 
time. It moves away from the blades while the clamps 
are open, then grips the sheet.and moves toward the 
blades, thus feeding the sheet automatically. At the 
instant the feeding mechanism places the sheet in the 
desired position to be sheared, the regular hold-down 
descends ahead of the top knife and holds the sheet 
in place during the shearing. While the shearing is 
being done the plates or jaws of the feeding mechan- 
ism relieve their grip and move away from the blades 
into a position ready to grip and feed the sheet for 
the next cut. The plates or jaws which grip the sheet 
are opened and closed by means of an eccentric on the 
main driving shaft, which actuates the overhead con- 
necting arms and rods.

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Trade Report. — 


HARDWARE. 

The majority of the hardware dealers are now de- 
voting their attention to Christmas specialties and 
they generally report that so far the demand has been 
somewhat above their expectations. This has resulted 
in many cases in a number of re-orders particularly 
for cutlery, silverware and copper specialties. Other- 
wise dealers are looking over their stocks and prepar- 
ing for the year-end inventory. 

There is a good demand reported for the general 
lines of household goods, including kitchenware, flat 
irons, carpet sweepers, etc. The snow-falls through- 
out the country have resulted in a better demand for 
stoves and heating apparatus, besides shovels and 
lumbermen’s supplies. Builders’ hardware is in mod- 
erate demand, 

Jobbers have not yet started buying for their next 
year’s requirements of wire products and there has 
been some falling off in this business. There is only 
a moderate demand for cut nails but copper covered 
nails are now in better request. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.70 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.75 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbe1s’ car lots, $1.88; retail- 
ers’ car lots, $1.95: $2 out of store; painted barb 
wire, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.95, 
with 30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers 
in car lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 

Prices of sash cord are somewhat firmer owing to 
the high prices of raw cotton, although some jobbers 
are continuing to sell at the quotations that have been 
prevailing for some time past. 





TIN PLATE. 


Tin plate buying shows marked improvement as 
December progresses. While shipments have fallen 
off somewhat, the volume of bookings for the first 
quarter and half of 1911 is constantly growing. The 
United States Steel Corporation has increased its tin 
plate operations to nearly 70 per cent of capacity. 
The price of tin plate to retailers, f. o. b. Chicago, is 
$8.50 for 1oo-pound tin plate 20x28. 





SHEETS. 


The recent meeting of the steel producers of the 
country promises to result in steadier price levels in 
sheets. It was agreed that any attempt of a revision 
of the official prices on sheets at this time would be 
unwise. Shading of the schedule prices by some inde- 
pendent makers has not been greater than $1 to $2 a 
ton. The statement is made that the sheet plants of 


the country are working at about 60 per cent of 
capacity. The Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 out 
of store for 100-pound No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 

The copper market continues at a standstill. Busi- 
ness is very quiet and there appears to be nothing in 
sight to improve conditions before the new year. At 
a meeting of copper producers held a few days ago 
in New York it was practically agreed, it is said, to 
curtail the output of copper to a greater extent than 
is now being done. Prime Lake copper is quoted in 
New York at $12.95 for spot and December ; electro- 
lytic at $12.75, and casting at $12.65. For February 
and March delivery prices are somewhat higher. 

Purchases of copper during the last few weeks have 
been small and producers do not believe that there will 
be much buying during the holidays. They expect an 
improved demand after the first of the year, however. 

The total exports of copper from all the United 


- States ports during November amounted to 30,441 


tons, and the total exports for 11 months were 270,300 
tons, which compares with 273,553 tons for the cor- 
responding time last year. The largest exports have 
been to Germany and Holland, the former taking 
75,531 tons and the latter 85,277 tons.

The spelter market presents a different appearance 
now from what it did only a little while ago. Even 
up to the beginning of the last week in November the 
interests that had the market in charge were reiterat- 
ing their predictions of “much higher prices , for 
spelter.” The spelter buyers, however, refused to be 
stampeded and by keeping their heads they helped to 
defeat the plans to advance the market. Spelter did 
not reach 6c in St. Louis, although there were several 
days when dealers were wiring bids of .5.90c over the 
country with the hope of driving the price above that 
level, but on each occasion the supply proved greater 
than had been reckoned on. The market now is al- 


most back to 5¥c. 


LEAD. 


The lead markets at New York and East St. Louis 
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were quiet but steady at previous prices. Advices 
from Joplin, Mo., district state that the highest price 
paid for lead ore this week was $57 per ton, but only 
a few choice lots brought that figure, the bulk of the 
ore selling on a $56 price. Total shipment (in tons) 
week ended Dec, I0, 1,013; previous week, gor ; same 
week last year, 573; this year, 40,085; last year, 41,- 
563. Decrease, 1,478 tons.

PIG IRON. 

The closing weeks of the present year find the pig 
iron market in the Middle West alive with rumors of 
price shading. Producers admit they hardly know 
what to expect with the opening of the new year. 
There has not been sufficient forward buying to fur- 
nish an index to probable demand after January 1. 

It will take united efforts on the part of producers 
of foundry, basic and malleable iron to support pres- 
ent price levels between now and the close of the year. 
Reports were prevalent during the week that both 
malleable and basic iron had been shaded in Pitts- 
burgh territory. One sale of malleable was asserted 
to have been made under the recently established mini- 
mum of $13.50 valley furnace. The rumors as to how 
prices on basic had their origin in the purchase by a 
big steel company of 5,000 tons of that grade, from a 
valley producer for immediate shipment, at a price 
said to be below $13.50, valley furnace, are that this 
sale was declared to have been negotiated direct from 
a valley producer, but in Pittsburgh it is said to have 
been a. brokerage transaction. 

Following the withdrawal of substantial inquiries 
for 1911 deliveries two weeks ago; with the advance 
of No. 2 iron to $14 for 1911 delivery, consumers 
peddled offers of $13.50 and a shade higher to nearly 
every merchant interest in the western Pennsylvania 
territory, for iron for delivery during January only. 
The proffer was in nearly all cases refused. Last 
week, it was asserted that a large producing interest 
was offering No. 2 iron for deliveries through first 
quarter at a price equal to $13.50, valley furnace. 
Some foundry iron undoubtedly was offered on the 
market the latter part of the week at $13.75, furnace, 
for next year’s shipment, but the offer is understood 
to have been limited in tonnage. 

At the close of the week, some 5,000 tons of mal- 
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leable were in negotiation for first quarter, with quota- 
tions by Pittsburgh producers holding firm at $13.50, 
valleys, for first quarter. The market was almost en- 
tirely bare of Bessemer inquiries either for spot de- 
livery or for next year. The price remained firm at 
$15, valleys, and the slight divergence from that price 
shown in the November averages on Bessemer is ap- 
parently having no permanent effect on the market.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 

report: 


“The local pig iron market is exceedingly quiet, even for 
this time of year which can always be looked upon as a 
dull one. Inquiries for foundry iron have only been pro 
ductive of scattering orders for small tonnage to fill the 
immediate wants. Some apparently earnest inquiry for next 
year has not developed into sales, and there is no effort 
being made on the part of producers to encourage buying 
by any further price cutting. 

“Production of pig iron at the present time is pro 
ceeding at the rate of about 22,500,000 tons yearly. This 
is a drop of about nine million tons since February of this 
year. In the meantime, productive capacity continues to b« 
curtailed, and the year will go out showing an average rat« 
considerably Jess than this. 

“Prices in the South and in this territory are at rock 
bottom, and a feature is the entering of territory by some 
furnaces which customarily do not attempt to reach these 
points. This is due to the irregularity in prices and the 
unwillingness of some furnaces to undergo a further loss 
than they have been experiencing, selling, as they have for 
some time past, below actual cost of production. 

“In steel lines the present week has brightened, owing 
to a larger volume of business placed in the structural lines, 
and the railroads have let some orders which have been 
hanging fire. It is believed no radical change in this class 
of business can be expected for some little time. 

“There is practically no improvement and very little 
change in the coke situation; production being about the 
same. Prices are stationary and in many instances more 
attractive figures can be obtained by the producers for the 
coal than can be figured out for making coke at the existing 
market.” 

Matthew their weekly 
report: 

“As far as actual business goes, the week has been ab 
solutely uneventful. There has been the fair normal trading 
and that is all. But as the customary holiday dullness slowly 
settles down on the market the impression gains strength that 
next year will be one of large volume and increasing busi 
ness. For six months now prices have remained stationary 
They have been battered and hammered, yet they have re 
sisted all attempts to force them below the present level 
This long period of fixed prices is most remarkable and un- 
precedented. It would seem to indicate that there is an 
actual bottom beyond which, with conditions as they are at 
the present time, prices cannot go. There is one thing that 
‘is certain and that is that the manufacturers of agricultural 
implements, stoves, and those making what are called general 
lines, are all steadily doing more and more. The volume of 
steel is not so large; the railroads are buying nothing. But 
this country is so great and its necessities are so urgent that 
it does not take half an eye to see an im amount of 
business being dammed up. It is being held back and some 
day it is going to burst the banks and come sweeping down 
the river of trade like a flood. 

“Tt is difficult of course for pig iron men to be optimisti 
after their experiences this year, and yet there is a general 
feeling that everything is getting in shape for better times.’
